PEACE PROSPECTS BRIGHT. 



A Sotlsfart.rj rone] union of Hostilities In 
the Philippine* Kipecled hjr the 
Administration Officials. 

Washington, May 10 . — A satisfactory 
conclusion is expected by administra- 
tion Officials from the conference which 
will be held by the American Philip- 
pine commission with the commission 
which Aguinaldo proposes to send to 
Manila. 

A dispatch to .the war department 
Monday from Gen. Otis announced that 
Aguinaldo had sent a messenger to 
him expressing a wish to send the com- 
jnisaion “to arrange terms of peace.” 
The administration officials express the 
opinion that this commission will sub- 
mit to President Schurman and. his as- 
sociate* the answer of Aguinaldo to 
the propositions made by the American 
commission to Col. Arguelles, Agui- 
naldo’s emissary, regarding the charac- 
ter of government which would be 
given to the Filipinos and which Ar- 
guelles declared was satisfactory. 

It is (frobably apparent to the Fil- 
ipinos that there is nothing to be 
gained by conducting negotiations for 
the purpose of obtaining a temporary 
cessation of hostilities. Gen. Otis Will 
not grant an armistice, as he has 
shown that he does not propose to 
stop fighting, no matter how many 
peace emissaries Aguinaldo may send 
to Manila, unless they agree to uncon- 
ditional surrender. 

In his dl: patch Gen. Otis shows, de- 
spite the fact that Aguinaldo states 
his purpose- to send a commission to 
arrange peace, he is making prepara- 
tions to continue military operations. 

It is evident toYne officials from, this 
(hspatch that Gen. Otis has found it 
necessarj^to change his plans. He has 
beeiU making preparations to at 
tack .liacoloy, on&uA .9,000 insur- 
gents are UcHeveif^to bj encamp- 
ed, and It* is prcsuinffl * that, 
the movements reported Monday still 
have that point as the objective.

Atlanta, Ga., May 18.— Winnie 
Roach, a mulatto woman, and her 
husband, are charged with brutally 
burning their four little children near- 
ly to death by igniting paper saturated 
with kerosene, with which their bodies 
had been wrapped.

Repeated at- 
tempts to cultivate it have proved 
failures. Speucer Brown, a farmer 
in Texas comity, Mo., is cultivat- 
ing an acre of ginseng. It matures 
in six years. From the. product of 
that acre he expects to realize the 
modest sum of $29,000. He will 
limit the product so as to keep the 
price up. Mr. Brown says that gin- 
seng floutislies in rich limestone 
soil, shaded from the sun. It re- 
quires eighteen months to germi- 
nates, and six years for full growth. 
He is making no secret of the dis- 
covery.

Havana, May. 10. —Gen. Maximo 
Gomez informed Gov. Gen. Brooke 
Monday that he must withdraw from 
the plan for distributing the $3,000,000 
appropriated to the payment of the 
Cuban troops to the extentthat he will 
not name other commissioners to re- 
place those originally named by him, 
who have refused to serve. Gen. 
Brooke is to go ahead with a new plan, 
Gomez remaining in an attitude of 
friendly inactivity. 

Gen. Brooke will issue an order for 
Cuban privates and non-commissioned 
officers to meet at specified places ou 
specified dates to receive payment. 
They are to* be accompanied by their 
company officers for the purpose of iden- 
tification. Both Gen. Gomez, and the 
governor general feci that the privates 
ought not to lose their share in the 
American gratuity merely because the 
schemes of certain high officers in the 
Cubau army have interposed obstacles. 
The belief among the Americans is 
that the company officers will assist in 
this way. Gen. Brooke’s order will be 
disseminated through the newspapers, 
placarded in the post offices and given 
the widest circulation practicable. 

Washington, May 10. — High officials 
in the war department were reluctant 
to discuss the Cuban situation Monday 
afternoon.
